Same  Old  Outlook 

Any  hopes  that  a  change  of  Government  would  mean  a 
considerable  change  of  ot&cial  attitude  towards  the  motor 
vehicle  have  been  dashed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer’s  statement  on  the  economic  situation  and  the  steps 
which  the  Government  are  taking  to  meet  it. 

On  the  whole,  Mr.  Butler’s  proposals  in  so  far  as  they 
affect  the  motor  industry  and  motoring  are  not  as  bad  as 
some  of  the  prophets  would  have  had  us  believe.  It  is  the 
obvious  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  value  of  motor  transport 
to  the  life  of  this  nation  that  is  the  really  disappointing  feature 
of  his  statement.  For  although  the  present  Government  may 
not  have  the  anti-motoring  content  of  the  previous  one,  it 
will  be  disastrous  for  the  country  if  they  do  not  show  more 
appreciation  of  its  road  transport  requirements  than  they  have 
done  so  far. 

At  60,000,  the  home-market  allocation  of  cars  for  1952  is 
at  least  10,000  more  than  “those  in  the  know”  forecasted. 
Coupled  with  the  cut  of  40,000  in  the  commercial  vehicle  allo¬ 
cation  as  against  last  year,  it  will,  however.  Impose  a  further 
and  most  serious  strain  on  Great  Britain’s  ability  to  keep  its 
internal  business  affairs  mobile  and  flexible,  and,  in  the  long 
run,  its  ability  to  produce  for  export. 

If  only  Mr.  Butler  had  shown  more  recognition  of  these 
facts  in  his  statement,  and  had  referred  to*the  cut  as  a  drastic 
expedient  to  be  ended  at  the  first  possible  moment,  we  should 
have  felt  happier.  But  he  did  not.  Like  his  predecessors,  he 
seemed  too  preoccupied  with  revenue. 

Again,  on  petrol.  Although  he  admitted  that  “not  very 
much”  is  used  for  “pleasure”  motoring,  he  did  not  say  that 
rationing  would  not  be  reintroduced  because  of  its  calamitous 
effect  on  business.  No.  he  said  rationing  was  not  worth 
while,  because  it  would  cost  £1.000.000  to  run.  That 
is  certainly  a  more  common-sense  attitude 
than  that  which  we  have  come  to  expect 
for  some  time,  but  it  still  shows  unaware¬ 
ness  of  the  nation’s  real  needs.

WHEN  Charlie  had  spent  some

inspection”  rack,  and  placed  it  in  the 
bench  V  blocks.

“Before  dismantling  the  machine 
you  should  check  for  a  bent  shaft, 
especially  where  you  find  that  the 
shaft  is  a  little  tight  in  one  spot.  Ease 
off  the  through-bolts  about  half  a  turn 
each  and  note  whether  the  shaft  will 
now  turn  freely.  At  the  same  time, 
see  if  turning  the  shaft  causes  the 
end-plate  to  move  slightly  to  and  from 
the  carcase,  which  you  verify  by 
inserting  a  feeler  and  finding  if  it 
tends  to  become  pinched  at  one  spot. 

“Finally,  take  off  the  cover  band  and 
push  a  wooden  stick  under  the  com¬ 
mutator  to  see  if  you  can  lever  up  the 
shaft  to  detect  wear  in  the  bush  and 
Journal.  Do  the  same  with  the  stick 
under  the  pinion  and  sleeve.  Remem¬ 
ber  that  most  bearing  wear  occurs  on 
the  side  opposite  the  point  of  pinion 
engagement,  so  test  in  this  direction. 
Fig.  15  illustrates  the  main  points  of 
inspection. 

“Now  you  can^start  to  strip  down, 
and  keep  a  sharp’  lookout  for  evidence 
of  wear  and  deterioration.  Remove 
those  four  small  screws  (one  is  imder 


testing  should  include  a  check  of 
pinion  and  sleeve  operation. 

“The  first  job,  then,  is  external 
examination  to  check  for  breakages 
or  missing  parts.  Elnter  up  the  job 
card  with  the  make  and  type  of  the 
machine,  and  make  a  note  in  your 
notebook  of  the  points  I  am  going  to 
list  for  you  now.  These  are  all  details 
which  you  should  look  at  before 
starting  to  dismantle. 

“The  first  point  is  to  check  that  the 
armature  shaft  is  free  to  rotate  by 
moving  the  pinion  to  the  end  of  its 
sleeve  and  pushing  round  with  your 
thumb  to  turn  the  shaft.” 

Here  Charlie  intervened:  “You  are 
not  taking  off  the  end  cap  so  that  we 
put  a  spanner  on  the  squared  shaft 
end  to  turn  it,  are  you?” 


Rotation  and  end-play 

“No,  Charlie,  for  the  reason  that  you 
can  get  a  much  better  idea  of  the 
degree  of  stiffness  by  thumbing  the 
pinion  round.  Also  it  enables  us  to 
verify  that  the  pinion  is  not  wedging 
at  the  end  of  its  sleeve  under  the 
amount  of  torque  we  are  applying. 

“The  next  detail  to  check  is  end- 
play.  Normally  we  may  expect  to  find 
about  Ain.  except  in  cases  where  a 
definite  dimension  is  specified  in  the 
service  data.  Excessive  movement 
may  indicate  that  Internal  thrust 
washers  are  worn  or  missing,  and 
allowing  the  commutator  or  windings 
to  rub  on  end-plates.  Where  we  have 
a  cast  outboard  bracket,  as  in  this 
Instance,  it  should  be  carefully 
examined  for  signs  of  fracture,  or 
cracks  which  have  previously  been 
welded  up.

We  have  a 
small  tool  in  the  shop  which  is  used 
for  milling  the  surfaces  of  the  plates 
to  ensure  a  good  flat  surface  for  the 
disc  to  bed  on  to  when  the  switch 
closes.  In  this  sketch  (Fig.  16)  the 
points  I  am  referring  to  are  clearly 
shown. 

“You  will  remember  what  I  told  you 
about  testing  the  insulation  of  a 
dynamo  before  dismantling.  The  same 
thing  applies  in  the  case  of  a  starter, 
and  here  we  can  easily  sub-divide  the 
circuit  components  in  order  to  locate 
a  possible  short  to  earth. 

Insulation  test 

“Fig.  17  is  a  sketch  of  the  Internal 
layout  for  you  to  copy  in  your  note¬ 
book.  Notice  that  the  field  circuit  is 
split  in  two  paths,  each  comprising 
two  coils  in  series,  and  each  connected 
between  the  stud  and  one  of  the  two 
live  brush  holders  marked  ‘L.’ 

“Now  get  those  two  insulation-test 
prods,  apply  one  to  the  carcase  and

the  rubber  bush  enclosing  the  terminal 
stud)  and  take  off  the  cap  and  switch. 
You  tell  me  what  you  think  should  be 
checked  in  the  switch.” 

‘^ell,’''  said  Charlie,  “the  contact 
plates  and  disc  seem  to  be  burnt  and 
there  are  some  bits  of  copper  loose 
in  the  housing,  -  and  dust  on  the 
Insulator  panel  and  bushes.  I  can’t 
see  much  there  that  we  can  attend  to 
at  this  stage.” 

“All  right  as  far  as  you  have  gone, 
Charlie,  but  there  are  one  or  two 
other  points  to  be  looked  at:  Observe 
that  one  contact  plate  is  secured  by 
two  screws  with  in¬ 
sulator  bushes,  and 
the  other  has  one 
screw  and  a  hexagon 
nut.  That  nut  screws 
on  the  stud  you  see 
inside  the  carcase 
here,  and  is  the  entry 
point  for  starting 
current.  You  must  re¬ 
move  the  nut  to  get 
the  endplate  off,  and 
while  doing  so,  see 
what  kind  of  contact 
it  has  been  making 
with  the  plate.

the  lamp  Is  dark.  That  means  that 
the  fault  disappears  by  isolating  the 
armature,  and  we  can  assume  that  the 
armature  Insulation  is  down. 

“Prove  it  by  holding  your  prod  on 
the  commutator— see  the  lamp  glow¬ 
ing  again? — and  while  you  do  that  I 
will  pull  endways  on  the  pinion.  Now 
you  will  see  that  the  glow  disappears, 
and  you  have  good  evidence  that  the 
commutator  is  touching  on  earthed 
metal,  or  on  an  insulator  so  covered  In 
carbon-copper  dust  as  to  mtdce  it 
leaky. 

“As  the  fields  and  brush-holders 
have  tested  clear,  it  is  probably 
earthed  metal,  and  you  should  make 
a  note  to  examine  the  thrust  washer 
at  the  comm.  end.  If  the  fields  had 


the  other  to  the  three  points  in  turn, 
p  which  are  indicated  by  numbers  in  the 
1 1  sketch.  You  see  the  result — the  test 
^  hamp  does  not  light  on  point  1  but 
glows  brightly  at  points  2  and  3.” 

“Excuse  me,  Mr.  Serklt,  aren’t  we 
testing  2  and  3  at  the  same  point?” 
the  apprentice  interjected,  showing 
that  he  had  been  following  the  test 
procedure  very  closely. 

“We  are,  Charlie,  but  here  I  want 
you  to  remove  that  nut  and  then  see 
what  you  get.  Now  you  see  that  point 
2  tests  clear  with  no  light.  This  proves 
that  the  contact  plate  insulation  is  all 
right.  Obviously  you  will  get  a  circuit 
indication  in  the  rest  of  the  field  and 
armature  line  because  there  is  a  com¬ 
plete  path  to  earth. 


showed  leaky,  then  you  would  have 
had  to  try  slacking  the  through -bolts, 
as  we  did  in  the  dynamo  tests. 

“Before  we  dismantle  the  machine, 
let  us  have  a  look  at  the  switch  body 
we  removed  to  get  at  the  contacts. 
This  sketch  I  have  given  you  here 
(Fig.  18)  shows  how  it  is  constructed. 
This  is  a  solenoid  t3rpe  unit  with  the 
contacts  closed  by  electro-magnet.  In 
other  types  you  will  find  the  action 
controlled  by  a  lever,  linked  by  pull- 
wire  to  a  knob  mounted  on  the  facia 
panel. 

“The  contact  action  is  the  same  in 
each  case.  The  disc  ‘D’  has  an  in¬ 
sulating  bush,  and  it  must  be  a  free 
‘wobbly’  fit  on  the  spindle  so  that  it 
can  align  to  the  plates.  Two  cup 
washers  ‘Wl’  and  ‘W2’  enclose  the 


Sign  of  a  leak 

“Now  raise  the  two  earthed  brushes 
which  are  marked  ‘E’  in  the  sketch, 
end  slip  a  piece  of  dry  paper  under 
them  so  that  they  are  held  off  the 
commutator.  If  you  now  apply  your 
test  prod  to  point  3,  you  have  isolated 
.the  armature  from  earth,  so  the  test 
voltage  is  across  field,  armature,  and 
brush-holder  insulation. 

“Notice  that  dim  glow  in  the  lamp 
filament?  That  means  that  there  Is  a 
leak  somewhere,  so  now  you  must  trap 
it  down  to  one  of  the  circuit  sections 
by  lifting  the  live  brushes,  marked  “L’ 
and  slipping  paper  under'  them. 
Repeat  the  test  and  now  you  see  that 


spring  ‘S’,  and  when  in  position  the 
washer  ‘Wr  bears  against  the  end- 
plate  hole,  and  the  plunger  compresses 
the  spring  when  closing.  Pushing  the 
panel  button  causes  current  to  flow 
to  terminal  ‘T’,  then  through  winding 
‘SW’  to  the  earthed  point  ‘E’,  mag¬ 
netising  the  plunger. 

“Examine  the  soldered  connections 
behind  ‘T’  and  at  *E’  and  see  that 
the  rubber  cap  ‘RC’  is  in  position. 
Check  the  winding  by  holding  the 
switch  in  position  on  the  end-plate, 
applying  6  or  12  volts  to  ‘T’  and  the 
base  plate,  and  noting  the  action  clicks 
firmly  in  and  out.”

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Higher  temperatures 

HEN  prospects  for  possible  use 
of  the  disc  brake  on  motor 
vehicles  In  this  country  were 
discussed  at  a  Leeds  meeting,  this 
remark  was  made  by  S.  J.  Cotton, 
senior  sales  engineer  of  British  Belting 
and  Asbestos,  Ltd.,  the  brake  manu¬ 
facturers,  of  Cleckheaton:  “Some  of 
the  people  within  the  trade  seem  to 
think  it  will  be  with  us  within  the 
next  two  years.” 

Contributing  a  short  paper  on  “Brakes,” 
during  an  Informal  discussion  evening  of 
the  North-Eastern  Centre  of  the  Institution 
of  Mechanical  Engineers  (Automobile 
Division),  Mr.  Cotton  stressed  the  problem 
of  maintaining  the  essentials  of  efficient  and 
safe  braking  in  face  of  higher  maximum 
brake  surface  temperatures — which,  he  re¬ 
marked,  were  still  rising. 

Not  only  did  higher  average  speeds  result 
in  higher  rubbing  surface  temperatures, 
which  were  the  root  of  many  problems, 
several  general  vehicle  design  trends, 
which  bad  become  accepted,  made  for  beat 
by  limiting  the  brake  and  brake-drum 
dimensions  and  restricting  air  flow  and  rates 
of  cooling. 

Under  this  heading  were :  Streamlined 
bodies  enveloping  the  wheels;  tise  of  small 
disc  wheels  and  fatter  tyres;  independent 
suspensions  for  which  the  vehicle  manufac¬ 
turer  requested  smaller  brakes  and  drums  to 
keep  down  the  unsprung  weight;  and  the 
Increase  in  front-axle  loading  on  private 
cars,  due  to  forward  engine  mounting. 

U.S.  development 

Alluding  to  “the  possible  futvue  change¬ 
over  from  internal  expanding  brakes,  using 
a  conventional  brake-drum,  to  the  disc  brake 
as  displayed  at  the  recent  Motor  Show,”  Mr. 
Cotton  remarked  that  this  t3rpe  of  brake 
had  already  been  Introduced  in  the  U.9.A. 
on  the  largest  Chrysler  model;  and  serious 
consideration  was  being  given  to  its  adop¬ 
tion  In  this  country,  especially  for  the  fast 
motor  car,  on  which  thermal  cracking  of 
brake-drums  and  loss  of  effective  pedal 
travel  had  become  a  serious  problem. 

Other  attempts  to  restrict  braking  tem- 
peratiu'es  were  the  use  of  air  scoops  and 
well-ventilated  back  plates,  and  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  air  holes  in  wheel  discs,  disposed 
around  the  brake  periphery,  as  on  the

Fraser-Nash  car.  Separate  frontal  air  grilles 
for  brake  cooling  were  seen  on  some  cars; 
and  bl-metal  drums,  such  as  the  Alfln,  had 
been  successfully  developed  and  used. 

Alluding  to  brake  linings,  Mr.  Cotton 
stated  that  the  changeoveir  to  the  bonding 
of  the  lining  to  the  brake  had  recently  been 
introduced  on  quite  a  large  scale  by  one 
firm  of  brake  manufacturers  In  this  country, 
and  this  had  proved  a  successful  venture. 

As  the  many  changes  In  brake  types  bad 
occurred,  so  new  friction  lining-  materials 
had  been  developed  to  meet  the  Increased 
demands  for  fade  resistance,  improved  life, 
more  stable  friction  chauracteristics,  im¬ 
proved  recovery  from  water  immersion,  and 
better  resistance  to  oil  or  grease. 

Moulded  linings 

General  demands  and  trends  in  design, 
regarded  from  both  the  cost  and  material 
supply  standpoints,  were  caiislng  vehicle  and 
brake  manufacturers  to  accept  moulded 
brake  linings  as  something  more  than  an 
idea  which  It  was  fashionable  to  follow  In 
view  of  its  adoption  by  the  Americans. 

It  could  be  agreed  that  the  art  of  braking 
had  advanced  since  the  second  World  War, 
but  it  had  been  restricted  to  a  considerable 
degree  by  commercial  considerations  and  the 
possibility  of  disruptions  which  would  be 
caused  In  production  by  too-frequent  chan¬ 
ges  In  design. 

Lt.-Col.  C.  B.  Grandfleld,  Managing  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Jowett  Cars,  Ltd.,  felt  that  the  type  of 
brake-drum  material  had  a  tremendous 
influence  on  braking  phenomena.  One 
instance  was  heat-sx>ottlng.  His  Arm's  ex¬ 
perience  was  that,  with  a.  given  type  of 
brake-lining,  the  malleable  type  of  hlgh-duty 
Iron  tended  to  give  very  severe  beat-spotting 
under  heavy  braking  conditions,  whereas  a 
brake-drum  made  of  the  orthodox  type  of 
high-duty  Iron  was  perfectly  satisfactory. 

As  to  the  bl-metal  drum,  they  had  tried 
this  type  of  drum  construction' and  found 
that  It  certainly  gave  results  which  wquld 
be  absolutely  impossible  with  the  normal 
type  of  drum  construction.  They  had  seen 
no  evidence  of  any  separation  of  the  cast- 
iron  insert  from  the  aluminium  portion. 

This  would  seem  to  be  a  tyi>e  of  drum  con- 
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struction  which  shoulU  have  tremendous 
development,  but  he  wondered  If  the  rela¬ 
tive  cost  of  the  process  was  holding  it  back. 

He  xmderstood  the  Americans  were  using 
It'more  and  more  for  some  of  their  braking 
applications.  With  reference  to  the  disc 
brake,  he  would  like  Mr.  Cotton's  opinion  as 
to  its  prospects  In  this  country. 

Heat-spotting  factors 

Mr.  Cotton,  dealing  first  with  the  question 
of  heat-spotting,  said  he  thought  it  bore 
some  relation  not  only  to  the  type  of  drum 
material  but  also  to  the  tyi>e  of  brake,  the 
rigidity  of  the  shoe,  and  the  type  of  lining 
material.  Furthermore,  shoe  adhesions  caus¬ 
ing  variations  in  effective  pressures  over  the 
shoe  surface  would  result  In  local  hlgh- 


of  years.  The  Important 
point  about  heat  dissipa¬ 
tion  from  the  brake  was 
to  get  the  heat  away 
quickly  from  the  braking 
surface — an  aim  served  by  vising  metals 
with  a  high  rate  of  heat  conductivity. 

As  to  the  disc  brake,  Mr.  Cotton  said  he 
understood  that  at  present  a  design  in  this 
country  was  such  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  disc  ran  in  free  air.  He  gathered  that 
this  brake’s  recovery  from  immersion  in 
water  was  excellent,  but  he  felt  that  scoring 
of  the  disc  by  road  dust  and  grit  would 
necessitate  some  screening — with  a  result¬ 
ant  increase  in  rvinning  temperatures.  There 
was  'a  lot  of  development  work  to  be  done 
on  the  disc  brake,  remarked  Mr.  Cotton. 
The  Chrysler  brake  was  very  much  enclosed. 

11.  Stillman,  an  oil  technician,  of  Edward 
Joy  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  said  the  question  of 
higher  temperatures  on  brake-drums  to-day 
was  even  giving  lubrication  experts  a  head¬ 
ache,  because  the  higher  temperature  was 
conducted  to  the  hub  bearings.  There  was 
a  resultant  danger  that  the  hub  bearings 
would  give  way  because  the  conventional 
hub-bearing  grease  would  not  stand  up  to 


surface  temperatures  affecting  the  drum. 

The  bi-metal  drum,  which  had  been  used 
with  considerable  success,  was  really  an 
application  to  motor  vehicles  of  a  principle 
used  in  the  aircraft  industry  for  a  number 


the  heat.  For  instance,  as  a  safeguard 
against  this  danger,  one  large  firm  of  motor- 
vehicle  manufacturers  was  purchasing  grease 
with  a  melting  point  of  150  degrees  centi¬ 
grade,  instead  of  the  standard  100  degrees.

An  tmusual  lifter  has  been  introduced  in  this 
coimtry  by  the  Weaver  Manufacttirlng  and 
Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  Magna  Works, 
Bedford.  Known  as  the  Weaver-ATI,  It  is  of  the 
hydraulically-operated  slngle-i>ost  pattern,  but  it 
lifts  vehicles  by  their  chassis,  and  not  by  their 
wheels. 

Four  forged  steel  cross-members  are  attached 
to  the  central  ram  at  90  degrees  to  each  other, 
and  these  members  are  further  extended  by 
channel  section  arms  located  in  the  cross-mem¬ 
bers  by  large  diameter  pins  which  enable  them 
to  be  swung  Into  any  desired  position.  Fitted  at 
the  end  of  each  of  these  extensions  is  a  U-shaped 
saddle  which  forms  the  base  of  a  swivel  pad 
approximately  41n.  in  diameter.  A  vehicle  is 
driven  over  the  lifter  and  the  arms  are  then 
moved  until  the  pads  are  correctly  positioned  on 
the  chassis  frame  or  other  rigid  portion  of  the 
car. 

Advantages  claimed  for  the  railless  lifter  are 
that  It  provides  complete  access  to  the  under¬ 
neath  of  a  vehicle.  Both  front  and  rear  axles, 
wheels  and  suspension  systems  are  unobstructed 
and  as  the  vehicle  is  not  resting  on  Its  springs, 
luhricatlon  of  them  is  simplified. 

Other  features  of  the  lifter  are  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  a  separate  tank  which  holds  as  much  oil  as  the  column  and  is  completely  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  cylinder,  an  extra  long  piston  guide  In  which  the  piston  is  mounted  on  bronze 
bearings,  an  oil  locking  system  and  an  efficient  safety  system. 


Railless  Lifter 
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Parliamentary  Inquiry 


E.  Lancs  and  Cheshire  M.A.A.  dinner 
REMINDER  that  the  motor  In¬ 
dustry  is  likely  to  be  attacked  in 
Parliament  in  the  near  future  on 
their  handling  of  new-car  distribution 
was  given  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
East  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Division 
of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association  in 
Manchester  last  Tuesday  by  Director 
R.  Gresham  Cooke,  ,of  the  Society  of 
Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders. 

There  was  more  than  a  possibility  that 
the  raisins  of  this  question  In  the  House 
of  Commons  by  Miss  Elaine  Burton,  M.P.. 
would  lead  to  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  into 
'new-car  distribution,  which  In  Its  turn 
might  lead  to  legislation  or  to  a  move  to 
take  the  allocation  of  new  cars  out  of  the 
,  hands  of  the  trade.  ' 

r  *T  do  therefore  Implore  you  to  use  your 
best  endeavours  to  see  that  the  few  new 
cars  which  do  pass  through  your  hands 
.  are  allocated  to  those  who  need  them,  and 
jto  people  who  have  not  so  far  had  a  new 
car." 

He  warned  garaglsts  to  keep  a  special  eye 
on  fleet  owners,  for  It  was  believed  that 
many  of  the  new  cars  offered  for  sale  had 
come  from  fleet  owners. 

;■  The  problem  of  new-car  allocation  must 
^  be  treated  seriously,  and  they  must  be 
dealt  out  as  fairly  as  possible.  “Dlscrep- 
r  ancles  in  delivery  dates  are  causing  upsets 
In  public.  Dealers’  and  distributors’  de¬ 
livery  dates  should  march  hand  In  hand,” 
be  said. 

Must  have  support 

“The  S.M.M.T.,  the  M.A.A.,  and  the 
'B.M.T.A.  will  try  to  defend  you  against  this 
<  coming  political  attack,  but  we  need  your 
^ support,’’  said  the  Director. 

;  He  revealed  that  the  S.M.M.T.  will  Issue 
I  a  statement  during  the  coming  week  to 
i  refute  the  allegations  being  made  against 
the  Industry  on  new-car  distribution.  The 
statement,  which  will  be  sent  to  all  M.P.g. 
will  tell  what  the  Industry  has  done  to 
ensure  fair  distribution. 

The  Director  thought  the  coimtry  faced 
a  period  of  increasing  controls,  restrictions, 
and  austerity.  The  production  of  motor 
vehicles  was  bound  to  decrease  In  1952  by 
15  or  20  per  cent.,  and  If  the  Government

enforced  the  maintenance  of  exports,  the 
home  market  was  bound  to  suffer. 

This  period  of  stringency  might  last  for 
two  or  three  years,  but  the  country  might 
climb  out  of  Its  difficulties  In  1953  If  the 
Korean  war  were  to  end.  They  were,  how¬ 
ever,  members  of  the  country’s  third  largest 
industry,  which  was  both  virile  and  ener¬ 
getic,  and  he  was  sure  that  after  a  period 
of  stringency  they  would  go  forward  once 
again  triumphantly  and  successfully 
through  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth 
century. 

Mr.  Gresham  Cooke  was  replying  to  the 
toast  of  “Our  Guests,”  which  had  been  pro¬ 
posed  by  Divisional  Chairman  P.  N.  Lees. 
Although  the  division  had  a  reputation  at 
headquarters  for  being  a  little  outspoken, 
it  was  merely  their  normal  bluntness,  said 
Mr.  Lees. 

Men  of  distinction 

The  division  had  supplied  many  men  of 
distinction,  such  as  the  late  Sidney  Norris, 
and  the  late  Armstrong  Graham,  a  past 
president  of  the  M.A.A.  Tb-day,  they  had 
John  Nonis,  who  was  always  willing  to  help 
the  small  men,  and  Tom  Mellor.  a  great 
worker  for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  now 
full  of  Ideas  for  a  new  fund  to  benefit  the 
employees. 

He  hoped  the  President  would  forgive  the 
division  If  Its  members  seemed  a  little 
unruly  In  council,  for  they  were  only  eager 
to  serve  their  fellow  members. 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  Manchester,  Coun. 
William  Collingson,  J.P.,  also  responded  to 
this  toast,  and  said  they  had  1,000  miles 
of  road  within  the  city  boundary  which 
they  were  trying  to  put  In  good  condition, 
but,  like  the  Government,  they  were  short 
of  money. 

Another  guest  who  spoke  In  reply  was 
Col.  1&.  C.  Johnson-Davles,  Secretary  of' the 
British  Motor  Trade  Association.  He  said 
that  keeping  under-the-co\mter  buslneu 
out  of  the  motor  industry  was  a  very  big 
Job,  because  the  plums  were  so  big.

worth  only  £100  more  than  the  price  you 
charge  for  them  to  the  public,  then  you 
will  be  giving  your  customers  six  miilion 
pounds.  Therefore  give  It  to  the  people 
who  deserve  It.” 

A  serious  responsibility  rested  on  garaglsts 
to  ensure  the  correct  distribution  of  new 
cars,  and  the  smaller  the  allocation  the 
greater  became  that  responsibility. 

A  lot  of  people  had  laughed  at  the 
covenant  scheme,  but  the  damages  they  had 
been  forced  to  pay  now  totalled  £100,000, 
and  the  scheme  had  been  97i  per  cent, 
successful  since  Its  Introduction,  for 
breaches  had  not  exceeded  2i  per  cent. 
“This  fact  is  to  the  undying  credit  of  the 
motor  trade,”  he  said. 

Many  people  felt  that  the  B.M.T.A.  did 
not  act  quickly  enough,  but  there  was  Just 
not  enough  money  to  slap  In  a  writ  In  every 
case.  “Often,  there  Is  no  one  on  whom  to 
serve  a  writ,  as  the  motor  trade  \infortun- 
ately  will  sell  cars  to  ‘lamp  posts,’  and  ‘lamp 
l>osts’  will  not  accept  writs,”  he  said. 

No  fewer  than  1,200  had  so  far  been  issued 
and  were  awaiting  trial,  and  writs  would  be 
issued  whenever  there  was  any  possibility 
of  damages  being  collected. 


Toast  of  the  “Motor  Agents‘  Association. 
Ltd.”  was  proposed  by  Managing  Director 
B.  Monk,  of  Trojan.  Ltd.,  who  said  that  he 
entered  the  motor  industry  In  1908.  and 
had  been  with  It  ever  since.  -  He  thought 
a  good  home  market  was  necessary  for  a 
good  export  industry,  for  It  was  a  great 
mistake  to  export  vehicles  rmtested  in  the 
home  market. 

The  motor  industry  would  stand  or  fall 
by  the  standard  set  up  by  its  organisations 
which  were  the  modem  equivalent  of  the 
old  I  guilds.  The  country  was  now  going 
through  a  period  when  standards  had  been 
lowered  In  a  way  none  of  them  liked.  Under- 
the-counter  business  had  set  In  In  all  trades 
and  standards  of  ethics  lowered.  These 
characteristics  would  continue  until  more 
goods  became  available. 

President  unwell 

Reply  to  the  toast  should  have  been  made 
by  President  Arthur  B.  Hall,  but  unfortim- 
ately  he  had  overstrained  himself  travelling 
all  over  the  ooimtry  on  behalf  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation,  and  was  confined  to  his  bed. 
General  Secretary  A.  W.  Grafton  therefore 
stepped  Into  the  breach. 

The  coming  year,  he  said,  was  likely  to 
be  one  of  trial  and  difficulty.  Only  60,000 
new  cars  for  the  home  market  as  against 
million  orders  created  a  situation  very 
difficult  to  deal  with  fairly.

make  suggestions  as  to  how  the  paltry  home 
market  quota  should  be  distributed.  He 
could  only  say  on  behalf  of  the  entire  In¬ 
dustry  that  any  good  suggestions  would 
receive  the  most  careful  consideration. 

If  attacked  on  unfair  distribution,  the 
Industry  could  reply  that  they  were  proud 
of  the  public-spirited  attempt  they  had 
made  to  distribute  cars  to  people  who  de¬ 
served  them,  and  not  to  spivs,  for  no  other 
article  had  been  in  such  short  supply  as 
cars. 

The  Industry  had  never  let  up,  and  was 
still  trying  to  overcome  the  Intrigues  not 
only  of  racketeers,  but  also  of  respectable 
members  of  the  public,  including  commer¬ 
cial  users  and  even  doctors.

Costs  must  be  kept  down 

Great  task  for  the  motor  trade  during 
the  coming  year  was  to  keep  motor  trans¬ 
port  in  all  its  forms  on  the  road  at  the 
cheapest  possible  price.  Costs  must  be  kept 
down  to  the  lowest  possible  figure  by  the 
study  of  workshop  operating  costs,  especi¬ 
ally  unproductive  and  idle  time.  Only  by 
keeping  down  costs -4n  their  own  workshops 
could  they  make  motoring  as  cheap  as 
possible. 

Mr.  Grafton  said  the  M.A.A.  were  now 


engaged  in  very  serious  discussions  with 
the  tyre  distribution  trade  and  the  tyre 
manufactmrers.  They  were  almost  at  logger- 
heads  with  the  tyre  houses,  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  with  the  factors,  and  he  was  afraid 
there  was  a  serious  deadlock  at  the  moment. 
The  manufacturers  claimed  that  they  sold 
a  vastly  greater  quantity  of  their  tyres 
through  the  tyre  houses  and  the  factors 
than  through  the  retail  motor  trade. 

He  therefore  hoped  that  as  many  gar- 
ngists  as  possible  would  sign  up  as  tyre 
service  dealers  in  the  new  tyre  plan  year, 
for  otherwise  the  position  of  the  retail 
motor  trade  would  be  Jeopardised.  He 
urged  those  who  did  not  sign  to  buy  their 
tyres  from  a  fellow  retailer. 

The  M.A.A.  were  also  engaged  in  a  great 
argument  at  the  moment  with  the  Ministry 
of  Fuel  and  Power,  from  whom  they  were 
seeking  an  increase  in  the  retailers*  profit 
margin  on  petrol.  There  would  be  a  great 
deal  of  disturbance  in  the  Ministry  if  they 
did  not  get  it.

From  garage  beginnings 

OW  a  garage  sideline  was  de¬ 
veloped  into  a  flourishing  fac¬ 
toring  business  was  related  by 
Managing  Director  J.  Percy  Moore  of 
Ernest  Moore  and  Son,  Ltd.,  Nant- 
wich,  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  Arm  in 
Chester  last  week  prior  to  the  open¬ 
ing  of  their  exhibition  there  of  gar¬ 
age  equipment. 

He  told  how  40  years  ago  a  young  Ernest 
Moore  came  to  Nantwlch  after  completing 
his  engineering  apprenticeship  in  the  ex¬ 
perimental  department  of  the  Wolseley 
company  under  Herbert  Austin  at  Birming¬ 
ham,  and  in  1906  he  started  a  garage  busi¬ 
ness  under  the  name  of  Moore  and 
Crichton. 

As  a  sideline  in  the  ’SOs  the  firm  began 
selling  Ernmore  windscreen  gla-ss  to  Ford 
and  Bedford  main  dealers.  Other  special 
lines  were  added  in  1938  and  the  business, 
which  was  mainly  of  the  mail  order  pattern, 
continued  to  grow.  In  fact,  during  the*  war 
its  steady  growth  warranted  the  erection  of 
a  50ft.  X  20ft.  building  for  replacement 
parts  for  Ford  and  Bedford  dealers. 

In  1946,  they  were  accepted  as  Class  A 
Factors  by  the  S.M.M.T.  and  the  garage  side 
of  the  business  was  formed  into  a  separate 
company  called  J.  P.  Moore  (Nantwlch), 
Ltd.,  which  was  sold  the  following  year  to 


Peppers’  Garages.  Ltd.,  of  Newcastle-under- 
Lyme,  in  order  to  raise  more  capital. 

Sale  of  the  garage  business  once  more 
raised  acute  problems  of  accommodation, 
however.  After  a  tour  of  exploration  of 
Nantwlch  the  only  building  available  was 
the  old  town  hall,  which  was  taken  over. 

In  1948  the  firm  became  members  of  the 
S.M.M.T.,  and  the  following  year  they 
showed  at  their  first  Motor  Show.  Next 
step  forward  was  the  opening  of  their  first 
branch  which  took  place  in  February,  1951, 
at  Chester,  and  was  followed  by  the  open¬ 
ing  of  a  London  office. 

Change  of  control 

In  1929  Ernest  Moore’s  son,  Percy,  came 
into  the  busine.ss  and  on  the  death  of  his 
father  in  1939  he  took  over  control.

Bristol 
Pneumatic  Tools.  Triangle  Products.  Bert¬ 
ram  Thomas,  B.  O.  Morris,  S.  Tyzack  and 
Son,  A.  Whitehead.  Twyford,  Heyden,  Lay- 
cock,  Ferguson  Edwards.  V.  L.  Churchill, 
Wolf,  Burtonwood,  Epco.  Tecalemlt,  Cryp- 
ton.  Unigun,  and  Wakefield  was  on  view. 
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We  can,  and  do 

RITAIN’S  victory  In  the  Monte 
Carlo  Rally  was  stupendous.  In 
the  overseas  markets,  our  in¬ 
dustry’s  prestige  has  rocketed.  At 
home,  it  gave  a  super-boost.  While 
you  already  know'  the  details,  note 
particularly  the  fact  that  the  success¬ 
ful  cars  were  of  nicely  assorted  makes. 
It  is  not  that  we  have  a  single  factory 
turning  out  a  practically  invincible 
car;  potential  winners  are  being  pro¬ 
duced  by  many.  Again,  look  at  what 
Austins  have  done  since  the  war.  Just 
after  learning  about  the  rally,  I 
received  a  review  of  their  achieve¬ 
ments  in  the  export  field.  This  all  ties 
up,  and  the  British  motor  Industry  is 
getting  on  top  of  its  world.  Speaking 
at  a  recent  function,  Leonard  Lord 
declared  that  he  had  “eternal  faith  in 
England.’’  So  have  I — and  the  faith 
is  now  winning  through. 

P.-T.  possibilities 

NCE  more  a  campaign  has  been 
started  to  induce  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  abolish  Purchase  Tax, 
or  at  any  rate  greatly  ease  the  burden. 
Presumably  the  instigators  worked  on 
the  principle  that  there  is  never  any 
harm  in  asking.  One  can  hardly  dis¬ 
agree  with  that,  and  it  is  certainly  as 
well  that  the  issue  should  be  kept 
before  the  attention  of  the  jjeople  at 
Westminster.  All  the  same,  the  likeli¬ 
hood  of  the  tax  being  dropped  in  the 
foreseeable  future  is  more  than 
remote.  In  the  view  of  those  of  my 
friends  who  should  know  best,  that  is 
something  that  just  cannot  be  done  in 
the  present  state  of  the  country’s 
affairs.  Nevertheless,  the  present  plan 
could  clearly  be  modified,  and  certain 
reforms  would  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  nation,  in  the  long  run,  as  well  sis 


that  of  the  trading  community.  It 
seems  ridiculous,  for  instance,  that  P.T. 
should  be  payable  on  cattle  medicines, 
and  there  are  other  stupidities  as  well. 
One,  as  it  seems  to  me,  is  that  the 
business  or  professional  man  who 
must  have  personal  transport  should 
have  to  pay  the  duty.  He  is  taxed  for 
the  reason  that  he  happens  to  be 
necessitous.  That  is  what  it  amounts 
to — and  the  principle  is  a  trifle 
unusual,  to  say  the  least.  Such  cases 
clearly  call  for  relief;  first  on  the 
grounds  of  common  fairness,  and  for 
the  further  reason  that  transport 
ownership  is  something  to  be  en¬ 
couraged  if  it  enables  the  user  to  give 
better  service  to  the  community,  as  is 
so  often  the  case.  Simplest  method 
of  doing  this  would  be  to  exempt  from 
P.T.  any  car  listed  at  or  below  a  certain 
price  level.  As  a  further  safeguard, 
the  would-be  purchaser  might  have  to 
produce  evidence  of  need.  Admittedly, 
any  such  scheme  would  be  open  to 
objections.  It  could  influence  car 
manufacturing  policy  in  a  direction 
that  might  not  be  wholly  desirable. 
All  the  same,  something  is  due  to  be 
done  to  help  the  needy  motorist. 

Useful,  nowadays 

INCE  the  war,  garage  robberies 
have  been  more  common.  I  heard 
the  other  day  of  a  service  station 
owner  who  fitted  up  his  place  with  a 
home-made  burglar  alarm.  A  night 
came  when  two  men  pulled  up  with  a 
lorry,  stolen,  of  course,  which  they 
knew  was  running  short  of  fuel. 
Having  begun  to  tamper  with  a  pump, 
they  set  the  fun  going.  A  siren  went 
off  full  blast,  and  all  the  lights  in  the 
forecourt  came  on.  Getaway  was 
attempted,  but  the  police  quickly 
picked  up  the  gentry.  If  I  ran  a  way- 
side  establishment  I  should  be  strongly 
inclined  to  rig  up  a  device  of  the  same 
kind,  or  even  something  to  produce 
still  more  alarming  effects.  Even  if 
the  thieves  managed  to  escape,  loss 
would  be  prevented. 
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seizure  500  miles  after  an  eniiine  overhaul, 
which  /  heard  about  the  other  day.  and 
which  the  garaaist  put  down  to  gross  care¬ 
lessness  on  the  mechanics’  part,  the  oil-hole 
being  found  plugged  with  white  metal  that 
teas  presumed  to  have  been  there  when  the 
reground  shaft  was  installed.  Your  valuable 
hint  points  to  the  necessity  not  only  of 
making  sure  that  all  holes  are  bevelled  off, 
but  that  the  oilways  themselves  are  blown 
through  and  flushed  out,  to  remove  all 
traces  of  metal  dust  and  other  abrasive. — 
The  Speaker.]

Oil-holes  Of  Reground  Crankshafts 

Sir. — About  12  or  18  months  ago  I  heard 
complaints  from  garagists  that  some  engine 
reconditioning  and  crankshaft  grinding 
firms  were  not  now  levelling  off  and  remov¬ 
ing  the  sharp  edges  on  the  oil-holes  of  the 
crankshaft  Journals  after  a  regrlnd. 

I  recently  came  across  an  engine  (6  cyl.) 
which  had  to  be  dismantled  for  bearing 
trouble  after  running  400  miles  following 
a  complete  recondition — resleeve  or  rebore, 
crankshaft  Journals  reground,  and  all  new 
bearings  fitted.  One  big-end  had  run  out 
and  the  oil-hole  in  the  shaft  was  plugged 
with  white  metal.  This  latter  would  hap¬ 
pen  in  any  case  when  the  bearing  ran. 

On  each  of  the  remaining  big  ends,  how¬ 
ever,  there  was  a  groove  cut  right  round  the 
bearings,  approximately  i-S/lOin.  wide,  cor¬ 
responding  in  width  and  position  to  those 
of  the  oil-holes  in  the  crank  pins,  while 
gathered  around  the  edges  of  these  oil-holes 
were  fiakings  of  white  metal,  building  up 
and  closing  up  the  orifice. 

What  had  obviously  happened  was  that 
the  sharp  edge  left  after  the  regrind  had 
managed  to  remove  sufQcient  metal  until  the 
oil  supply  on  one  had  been  reduced  and  the 
bearing  heated  up. 

I  understand  the  firm  of  regrinders  denied 
responsibility.  That  may  be  legally  correct, 
but  it  is  certain  the  repairer  is  responsible 
to  the  car  owner.  I  would  suggest,  there¬ 
fore,  that  all  garaglsts  and  managers  should 
give  instructions  to  their  workshop  staffs  to 
examine  carefully  every  Journal  of  a  re¬ 
ground  shaft,  and  to  remove  all  sharp  edges 
either  by  countersinking  or  by  filing  a  small 
fiat  across  each  hole. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  Members  of  the 
House  to  hear  if  others  have  had  similar 
trouble.

As  it  is  quite  certain  that  purchase  tax 
will  be  reduced  at  some  time  and,  unless  the 
Chancellor  can  be  persuaded  to  allow  a  re¬ 
bate,  loss  will  fall  on  those  dealers  who  have 
cars  in  stock,  some  assistance  towards  this 
loss  could  be  provided  by  such  a  fund.  This 
suggestion  is.  in  fact,  being  put  forward  by 
the  B.M.T.A. 

We  notice  you  suggest  that  the  question 
will  resolve  Itself  before  long,  but  it  will,  of 
course,  be  Aiwil,  1953.  before  all  single-pur¬ 
chase-tax  cars  are  out  of  covenant. 

There  will  also  be  no  question  of  a  dealer 
accepting  a  loss  when  the  double  purchase 
tax  is  removed,  as  no  dealer  is  compelled  to 
buy  a  car  returned  during  the  covenant 
period  under  "Consent  to  Sell.” 

The  thanks  of  the  trade  are  due  to  you  for 
raising  this  rather  important  issue  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  other  dealers  will  let  either 
the  B.M.T.A.  or  your  good  selves  have  their 
views  so  that  a  satisfactory  solution  can  be 
found  to  this  problem.

The  main  drawback  is  that  these  certifi¬ 
cates  have  to  be  applied  for  on  each  occasion  when 
parts  are  wanted,  and  then  the  replacements  must 
not  exceed  in  value  £10.

THE  DRAGON. 


■fTNTIL  now  we  have  refrained  from  remarking  fn 
tlie  R.A.t's  new  policy  of  requiring  its  appointed 
repairers  to  become  associate  members  and  sub¬ 
scribe  £2  2s.  a  year  to  the  club.  We  had  imagined 
that  the  question  would  have  come  before  the 
trade’s  association  for  serious  discussion  ere  this, 
a  principle  of  importance  being  involved  in  it.  In 
our  opinion,  it  is  not  right  that  the  selection  of 
garages  for  recommendation  to  motorists  should  in 
any  degree  whatsoever  be  connected  with  the  will¬ 
ingness  of  those  selected  to  pay  subscriptiou.->  to  any 
motorists’  organisation.  Almost  every  upstart 
motoring  association  of  the  past  has  imposed  that 
condition  and  has  relied  on  the  garage  trade  to 
provide  it  with  its  initial  meml)ership. 
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Regular  pressure  testing  is  the  key  to 
longer  tyre  life.  It  is  in  the  motorist’s 
interest  that  he  should  maintain  his  tyres 
at  the  recommended  pressures.  The 
best  way  for  him  to  do  this  is  to  have, 
and  use  regularly,  his  own  tyre  gauge. 
Therefore,  sell  Schrader  gauges  —  and 
with  them  the  idea  of  pressure  testing 
—  and  you  build  goodwill  and  profit 
from  this  service  to  your  customers. 
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and  three  only,  so  that  the  police  would 
have  at  least  some  chance  to  check. 

These  lanterns  should  be  arranged  as 
follows :  — 

No.  1. — A  side  lamp  of  six  candlepower, 
placed,  as  now,  on  offside.. 

No.  2. — A  rear  lamp  of  six  candlepower, 
with  white  window  for  the  number  plate, 
carried  on  offside. 

No.  3. — A  big  lantern  on  near  side  36  to  60 
candlepower,  on  vehicles  capable  of  over 
15  m.p.h.,  and  20  to  36  candlepower  on 
vehicles  not  capable  of  over  IS  m.p.h. 

This  lantern  should  be  turned  and  dipped 
Just  far  enough  to  prevent  bad  glare  ahead, 
and  fixed  so. 

About  one  month’s  notice  would  suffice  to 
make  this  change,  as  practically  every 
vehicle  carries  the  required  lamps  already. 

Apart  from  wearing  the  useless  near-side 
side  lamp  and  many  others  I  know.  I  always 
go  about  as  above,  and  find  the  legal  36 
candlepower  turned  and  dipped  headlamp 
quite  good  for  35  m.p.h. 

Sixty  candles  should,  I  think,  make  50 
m.p.h.  safe,  and  that  should  be  enough, 
siuely.

The  price  of  petrol  goes  up  and 
up,  and  there  is  now  talk  of 
another  increase  which  will 
make  inflation  worse;  all  the  evils 
of  dearer  travel  and  dearer  com* 
modlties.

In  my  town  and  towns 
all  over  the  country  these  concerns 
are  subsidising  thousands  of  private- 
enterprise  garages  by  partially  build¬ 
ing,  repairing,  and  generally  decorat¬ 
ing  these  concerns. 

They  are  resurfacing  rimways  at 
the  garages,  erecting  huge  signs  ex¬ 
tolling  petrol  products,  and  even 
providing  white  overalls  for  em¬ 
ployees. 

Why  should  these  expensive 
bonuses  be  handed  out  as  largess  at 
the  expense  of  the  motorist?  Tlien. 
again,  this  is  an  imnecessary  thing 
to  do  during  an  austerity  campaign. 
Nor  does  it  look  right  to  me  to  use 
cement,  bricks,  asphalt,  and  wood 
ad  lib.  when  houses  are  so  short. 

I  know  of  four  garages  where  such 
happenings  have  taken  place  and 
where  hundreds  of  i>ounds  have  been 
squandered  to  “feather  bed”  garage 
proprietors  and  Improve  their  capital 
assets  at  my  expense.  How,  then, 
can  the  oil  companies  have  the  nerve 
to  make  me  pay  for  their  princely 
handouts?

Better  organising 

ECENTLY  it  was  suggested  that 
the  Government  would  do  well 
to  divert  a  proportion  of  the 
national  expenditure  to  road  works. 
That  would  be  wiser  spending,  as  it 
would  be  bound  to  pay  dividends.  An¬ 
other  need  of  the  moment  is  for  better 
organising  in  the  sphere  of  transport. 
Here  there  is  no  question  that  great 
economies  could  be  effected. 

What  has  to  be  |  realised  Is  that  most 
schemes  for  the  distribution  and  movement 
of  goods  In  this  country  were  planned  be¬ 
fore  the  war.  That  ts  true  In  probably  the 
vast  majority  of  cases,  and  subsequent 
modifications  have  been  of  a  relatively 
minor  character.  In  other  words,  the  plan¬ 
ning  was  carried  out  at  a  time  when  trans¬ 
port  was  both  plentiful  and  cheap. 

That  state  of  affairs  no  longer  holds  good. 
There  has  been  a  heavy  lncrea.se  in  all 
charges,  and,  so  far  as  the  railways  are  con¬ 
cerned,  a  drastic  reduction  of  facilities. 
Clearly  the  original  plans  cannot  possibly 
suit  the  changed  conditions. 

To  quote  examples  of  the  wasteful  use  of 
transport  would  be  an  almost  endless  ta-sk. 
One  of  the  causes  is  the  type  of  planning 
that  results  in  produce  being  sent  from  one 
part  of  the  country  to  another  which  could 
be  self-supplying.  Through  the  peculiar 
operations  of  the  Marketing  Boards,  and 
other  official  bodies,  cases  of  this  are 
numerous. 

Yet  a  further  factor  is  the  restriction  of 
the  activities  of  private  transport  operators. 
That  can  lead  to  almost  fantastic  results. 
In  a  case  that  recently  came  under  notice 
a  business  house  in  the  South  Midlands 
revealed  that  it  was  unable  to  send  goods 
by  road  to  Birmingham  except  by  way  of 
London!  While  that  may  be  exceptional,  it 
nevertheless  shows  that  our  present 
methods  of  using  transport  are  urgently  in 
need  of  overhaul. 

A  revival? 

It  is  reported  that  the  manufacture  of 
the  Proctor  commercial  vehicle  Is  to  be  re¬ 
started  by  the  well-known  Lancashire  con¬ 
cern  of  O.swald  Tlllotson,  Ltd.  This  will

be  remembered  as  a ‘past-war  introduction, 
and  one  that  attracted  favourable  conunent 
when  it  was  shown  at  Earls  Court. 

Difficulties  were  encountered,  however, 
and  the  design  was  acquired  by  another 
motor  trade  concern  in  Herefordshire. 
Tlllot.sons  are  stated  to  be  modifying  the 
de.sign,  and  production  is  unlikely  to  beghi 
for  some  time. 

Not  before  time 

Soon  after  the  war  there  began  a  curtail¬ 
ment  of  the  activities  of  county  agricultural 
committees  in  the  hiring  out  of  machinery 
and  operators.  The  declared  intention  was 
that  this  work  should  be  left  increasingly 
to  contractors.  Quantities  of  “War-Ag.” 
equipment  were  in  fact  sold,  and  staffs  re¬ 
duced,  which  must  have  represented  a 
considerable  saving  of  public  money.  The 
original  scheme  was  a  very  costly  one,  and  it 
was  alleged  that  a  good  deal  of  needless 
waste  occurred. 

Despite  what  has  been  done,  however,  the 
committee  still  undertake  a  good  deal  of 
work  on  the  farms,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to 
learn  from  Lord  Carrington,  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  that  more  of  it  is  to  go  to 
the  contractors  in  the  futrure.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  recognises  that  they  are  better  placed 
than  ofBclaldom  to  handle  it  economically. 
The  Inference  is  that  there  should  be  greater 
opportunities  in  contracting,  including,  it 
may  be,  openings  in  some  districts  for  new¬ 
comers  to  set  up  in  this  line  of  baslness.

More,  and  more  food,  must.be  grown  at 
home  if  we  are  to  restock  the  national 
larder;  the  key  to  Increased  food  production 
being  the  judicious  application  of  power  on 
the  land.  The  big  problem  is  to  do  more 
work  with  the  machines  already  possessed 
since  the  steel  shortage  is  materially  reduc¬ 
ing  supplies  of  new  machinery  for  our 
farms.  The  papers  and  discussions  at 
Harrogate  will  cover  all  phases  of  farming 
in  Great  Britain,  while  American  and  Ger¬ 
man  practice  will  be  examined.

PETROL  DECISION 


50.U00  FEWER  CARS 
NE  bright  spot  In  the  statement  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to 
the  House  of  Commons  this  week  on 
the  measures  to  be  taken  to  meet  the  hnan- 
I  clal  crisis,  is  that  the  Government  do  not 
I  intend  to  reintroduce_  petrol  rationing. 

I  Giving  the  reasons  for  this  step,  Mr. 
I  Butler  explained  that  only  about  one  quar- 
}  ter  of  petroleum  products  consisted  of 
I  motor  spirit.  A  good  deal  less  than  half  of 
tills  was  consumed  by  private  motorists,  and 
“not  very  much  of  It  is  used  for  pleasure 
motoring.” 

Investigations  had  shown  that  2.500 
people  had  been  needed  to  run  the  previous 
petrol  rationing  system  at  an  administrative 
i  cost  of  well  over  £1,000,000,  and  even  then

In  a  reference  to  steel  supplies,  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  said  there  were  many  who  thought 
the  allocation  of  steel  for  this  quarter  did 
scant  justice  to  their  performance  and 
edorts  In  the  export  held,  and  hoped  that 
their  efforts  would  progressively  receive 
more  encouragement  in  steel  supplies. 


IS  ONLY  BRIGHT  SPOT 


A  move  In  this  direction — though  not  as 
far  as  the  Government  would  like — would 
be  made  in  the  allocations  for  the  second 
quarter.  This  .they  would  try  to  get  out  to 
industry  as  soon  as  possible  In  order  to 
help  manufacturers  to  plan  ahead.  After¬ 
wards,  it  was  hoped  that  deliveries  of 
United  States  steel  would  help  to  ease  the 
situation. 

The  Order  placing  restrictions  on  hire 
purchase,  referred  to  by  Mr.  Butler,  is  the 
Hire  Purchase  and  Credit  Sale  Agreements 
(Control)  Order,  1952  (S.I.  1952,  No.  121, 
price  3d.)  which  came  into  force  on  Febru¬ 
ary  1st. 

3.31%  HIRE-P.  DEPOSIT 

This  Order  fixes  the  minimum  initial  de¬ 
posit  at  331  per  cent,  for  all  new  and  used 
motor  vehicles  and  chassis,  as  well  as  cer¬ 
tain  other  goods  bought  under  hire-pur¬ 
chase  agreement. 

The  period  within  which  the  balance  of 
the  price  must  be  paid  is  limited  to  18 
months.  An  exception,  however,  is  for 
bicycles,  the  deposit  In  this  case  being  25 
per  cent,  of  the  price  and  the  balance  paid 
up  in  a  year. 

Mr.  Butler  wound  up  his  statement  with 
a  reference  to  manpower.  The  Minister  of 
Labour,  he  said,  was  making  a  Notification 
of  Vacancies  Order,  1952,  which  would  come 
Into  operation  on  February  25 th. 

Under  this  Order,  no  employer  to  whom 
it  applies  must  engage  workers  of  certain 
categories  except -through  an  tmployment 
exchange,  or  an  agency  registered  by  the 
Ministry  for  the  purpose. 

The  workers  affected  Include  nearly  all 
men  between  18  and  65  and  women  between 
18  and  60,  except  those  to  be  employed  in 
a  managerial,  professional,  administrative, 
or  executive  capacity. 

There  will  be  no  direction  of  labour,  and 
applicants  will  be  free  to  refuse  the  vacan¬ 
cies  offered  If  they  seem  to  be  unsuitable. 
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NOVEMBER  REGISTRATIONS 

10,895  CARS,  7,208  C.V.S 

Cars  registered  In  the  United  Kingdom 
for  the  first  time  during  last  November 
niunbered  10,885,  bringing  the  total  for  the 
11  months  of  this  year  to  126,462  units, 
according  to  Ministry  of  Transport  figures. 

Under  the  classification  list,  the  largest 
number  of  cars  registered  during  the  month 
were  2,161  In  the  2,000-2,100  c.c.  class,  the 
next  being  1,776  In  the  1,100-1,200  c.c.  class. 

Over  the  11  months,  however,  the  highest 
releases  to  the  home  market  were  26,355 
linits  in  the  1,100-1,200  c.c.  class;  following 
this  were  14,843  of  2,200-2,300  c.c.,  14,052  of 
1,400-1,500  C.C.  and  12,951  of  900-1,000  c.c. 

New  goods  vehicles  registered  in  Novem¬ 
ber  numbered  7,208,  of  which  6.605  were 
powered  by  light  fuel  and  678  by  heavy 
oil.  The  total  for  the  11  months  was  79,423 
units,  72,103  being  light  fuel  and  6,227 
heavy  oil  powered. 

The  number  of  agricultural  tractors  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  month  was  1,218,  made  up 
of  180  light  and  1,038  heavy  fuelled.  This 
brought  the  total  for  the  11  months  to 
30,940,  of  which  7,321  were  light  and  23.619 
heavy  fuelled. 


RECONDITIONED  ENGINE  HAD 
OVERSIZE  CYLINDERS 


OWNER  SUED  FOR  EXTRA  TAX 

A  case  of  importance  to  all  motor  car 
repairers  occurred  at  Uxbridge  County 
Coxut  this  week  when  Robert  Forbes,  of 
Townsend  Road,  Southall,  Middlesex,  was 
ordered  to  pay  £2  10s.  In  extra  tax  and 
costs  to  Middlesex  County  Council,  who 
sued  him  for  not  paying  sufficient  tax  on 
his  8  h.p.  car. 

D.  G.  Dodson,  of  the  Ford  Motor  Co.,  said 
that  the  engine  supplied  to  Forbes  had 
been  Issued  to  a  firm  at  Alperton,  Middle¬ 
sex.  and  the  cylinders,  had  been  rebored 
oversize. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Hare,  an  assistant  Inspector 
of  the  Middlesex  Coimty  Council  Motor 
Taxation  Elepartment,  said  that  the  engine 
was  of  8.17  h.p.  .4  toleranre  of  0.1  h.p.  only 
was  allowed. 

The  extra  h.p.  brought  It  into  the  9  h.p. 
class  for  taxation. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Williams,  the  Registrar,  told 
Forbes:  “Yon  may  have  a  claim  against  Ford 
for  supplying  an  engine  larger  than  the  one 
you  ordered,  but  there  is  no  answer  to  the 
taxation  claim.” 

(This  case  serves  as  a  reminder  that  re¬ 
pairers  should  advise  the  customer  in  writ¬ 
ing  whenever  a  reconditioned  engine  with 
rebored  oversize  cylinders  is  fitted.  Other¬ 
wise,  if  nothing  is  said,  and  the  customer 
is  later  involved'  in  comt  proceedings  for 
non-payment  of  extra  tax,  he  may  have  a 
claim  against  the  repairer. — ^Ed.)

PAYMENT  OF  DEATH  DUTIES 

INSTALMENT  SYSTEM  SUGGESTED 

The  suggestion  that  facilities  should  be 
provided  for  paying  death  duties  by  Instal¬ 
ments  has  been  made  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  by  the  Association  of 
British  Chambers  of  Commerce  In  the  hope 
that  It  will  help  to  save  family  businesses 
from  extinction. 

Rates  of  duty  on  estates  of  over  £20,000 
are,  to-day,  approximately  double  those  of 
1939.  the  association  point  out,  and  the 
burden  is  considerably  heavier  than  this 
dllTerence  in  rates  Indicates  because  of  the 
fall  in  the  value  of  money. 

"Changes  of  this  order  inevitably  prompt 
measures  dviring  life  to  avoid  death  duty 
effects  on  businesses — measvures  which  are 
not  necessarily  In  the  national  interest," 
say  the  association.  "A  large  part  of  British 
industry  is  still  carried  on  by  the  family 
business  or  private  company.  The  tradi¬ 
tional  sources  to  which  these  concerns  have 
.  looked  for  finance  and  risk  capital,  namely 
I  profits  ploughed  back  into  the  business  and 
\  the  accumulated  savings  of  proprietors,  are

{.  forced  sales. 

I  4. — ^That  the  first  £2,000  of  all  estates 

should  be  exempt  from  duty.

ROAD  ACCIDENT  ANALYSIS 

MOVE  BY  MOTORING  CLUBS 

The  motoring  organisations  are  to  press 
tor  a  detailed  analysis,  giving  much  more 
.acttial  information  about  the  cause  of  In- 
iividual  road  accidents. 

An  official  speaking  for  the  Automobile 
Association  and  the  Royal  Automobile  Club 
said:  “The  first  point  to  be  remembered  is 
that  there  has  been  an  Increase  of  some 
212,000  motor  vehicles  on  the  roads  during 
the  12  months,  hut  little  or  nothing  has 
been  done  to  improve  the  hundreds  of  black 
spots  where  accidents  continually  occur  and 
where  they  will  go  on  occurring  imtll  posi¬ 
tive  remedies  are  applied. 

“The  authorities  have  publicly  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  a  comprehensive  nationwide 
programme  of  road  modernisation  is  urg¬ 
ently  required,  but  it  Is  said  that  the  coim- 
try  cannot  afford  It.  The  vital  question  Is: 
can  the  country  afford  the  present  rate  of 
road  accidents? 

“Tlicre  is  abundant  offlciai  evidence  to 
refute  the  fallacy  that  the  drivers  of  motor 
vehicles  are  primarily  responsible.  It  has 
been  proved  time  and  again  that  highway 
deficiencies  set  all  classes  of  road  users 
constant  problems  which  are  liable  to  re¬ 
sult  in  accidents  through  some  error  of 
Judgment. 

“The  analysis  the  R.A.C.  and  A.A.  will 
\sk  for  would  help  to  put  the  problem  in 
tetter  perspective  and  show  the  principal 
aults  of  pedestrians,  cyclists  and  motor 
users  on  which  the  police  should  concen¬ 
trate.

Special  co-operation  between  the  police 
and  garages  In  the  Sevenoaks.  Kent,  area, 
will  be  a  great  help  to  motorists  who  have 
a  breakdown  and  who  do  not  know  a  local 
garage  with  a  breakdown  service.

All  a  stranded  motorist  need  do  is  to  ring 
the  police,  either  at  the  Sevenoaks  police 
station  or  in  the  nearest  village,  and  he 
will  be  given  the  telephone  number  and 
details  of  the  garage  nearest  to  his  point 
of  breakdown. 

The  service  Is  an  experiment,  which,  if 
successful,  may  be  extended  to  other  parts 
of  the  country. 
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PETROL  SIGNS  PROTEST 

AGAINST  USE  OF  STEEL  AND  CONCRETE 
A  resolution  asking  the  Home  Office  to 
cut  down  the  supply  of  steel  and  concrete 
to  petrol  companies  for  the  erection  of  new 
signs  at  filling  stations  and  garages,  and 
divert  supplies  Instead  to  the  building  of 
houses  and  factories,  has  been  passed  by 
Stockton  Rural  District  Council. 

“All  the  money  the  companies  are  spend¬ 
ing  on  advertising  their  own  brands  of  petrol 
should  be  paid  in  taxes,"  said  Councillor 
L  H.  Walker.  “The  companies  seem  to  be 
able  to  get  steel  and  concrete  posts  and  any¬ 
thing  they  like  ad  lib."

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Stupid  way  of  dealing  with  a  mechanic'e  mistake 


Saga  of  the  empty  sump 

A  MAN  with  a  fairly  new  car 
recently  took  it  in  for  lubrication 
service.  The  engine  oil  had 
been  changed  not  long  before,  so  he 
told  the  garage  to  confine  themselves 
to  topping-up. 

Taking  his  car  home  later,  a  very 
I  short  distance,  he  noticed  nothing 
(odd.  When,  however,  he  set  out  on  a 
[short  run,  the  engine  didn’t  like  the 
idea  and  quietly  seized.  It  was  towed 
I  away  and  the  sump  found  empty. 

Naturally,  the  first  garage  heard 
j  something  to  their  disadvantage,  and 
I  so  they  took  over  and  opened  up  the 
engine.  The  crankshaft  bearings  were 
in  trouble,  but  the  owner  was  told  that 
I  the  pistons  and  bores  have  in  no  wise 
suffered.  The  owner,  who  is  not  a 
technician,  was  disturbed  in  mind.  He 
[proposed  taking  the  matter  further 
I  and  desisted  only  because  he  was  told 
|by  the  manager  that  if  he  did  so  it 
Iwould  mean  a  mechanic  getting  the 
Isack. 

Bo  feeble 

Well,  that  is  the  most  feeble  line  of 
^argument  I’ve  heard  this  year.  If  the 
mechanic  in  question  is  known  for 
;good  work  then  why  sack  him  for  an 
^^d  mistake?  But  if  he  is  one  of  the 
tcouldn’t-care-less  lackadaisical  loung- 
lers,  then  sack  him  by  all  means 
fhefore  he  goes  on  adding  to  an 
^‘obviously  bad  record,  and  brings  his 
employer’s  name  down  in  the  dirt. 

Alternatively,  the  manager  may  be 
getting  round  the  customer  so  that 
the  firm  (in  this  case  a  strong  one)  is 
let  off  lightly  for  the  negligence  of  one 
of  its  employees.  If  so,  his  line  of  talk 
does  not  uphold  the  bwt  traditions  of 
the  trade,  and  if  he’s  covering  his  own 


tracks  as  manager  then  the  technique 
sounds  weak. 

Any  solidly  -  established  senior 
management  knows  the  motor  business 
is  tricky.  They  cannot  reasonably 
expect  their  managers  to  run  round 
and  check  if  every  split-pin  and  shim 
are  in  position  and  all  oil  levels 
correct.  A  manager’s  job  in  a  sizable 
establishment  is  to  co-ordinate  and 
supervise  generad  efficiency,  promote 
goodwill,  and  to  extricate  the  firm, 
with  honour,  from  any  spots  of  bother 
in  which  it  Inevitably  finds  Itself. 

A  past  to  live  down 

The  retail  motor  trade,  by  now,  has 
had  about  50  years  of  effective  trading. 
Before  that  time  garagists  were  rela¬ 
tively  few  and  far  between.  Yet  the 
Industry  in  its  earliest  days  soon  gained 
a  nasty  reputation  in  many  quarters, 
due  to  the  many  out-and-out  sharks 
who  Joined  in.  It  took  many  years  to 
live  down  the  reputation  for  cheating, 
misrepresentation  and  general  lying 
and  overstatement.  This,  undoubtedly, 
was  the  stock-in-trade  of  many  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  it  smeared  the  honest 
trader  by  its  backwash. 

Only  pipsqueak  folk  are  frightened 
of  frankly  admitting  a  mistake.  That 
is  a  worthwhile  lesson  the  youngest 
apprentice  must  learn.  A  mistake,  or 
even  a  doubt,  quickly  declared,  can 
often  be  rectified  quite  easily  and  with 
no  loss  of  face.  The  trouble  is  that, 
as  the  mechanic  sees  things,  many 
managers  are  not  easily  approachable, 
and  fly  off  the  handle  far  too  readily. 

Getting  back  to  the  customer  I  cited, 
his  doubts  can  be  appreciated.  He  is 
like  many  others  who  are  puzzled  by 
the  motor  trade.  One  minute  a 
customer  may  receive  100  per  cent. 
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jH^ffortless  lifting  whatever 
the  conditions  or  climate.  That  Is  a  claim  which 
users  all  over  the  world  will  testify.  The 
qualities  of  smooth  working  and  long  life  found 
in  Millennium  (Hydraulic)  and  Midas  (Screw 
Type)  Jacks  are  attributable  to  excellence  of 
materials,  care  during  manufacture  and  above 
all  more  than  50  years  experience.  A  feature  of 
these  Jacks  is  that  they  are  positioned,  raised, 
lowered  and  released  with  the  handle  in  the, 
same  socket.

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dependable  and  thoroughly  business¬ 
like  service  from  some  “tin-pot” 
garage.  Or  he  may  go  Into  a  terrific 
place  with  a  maelstrom  of  paperwork 
and  hordes  of  receptionists,  only  to 
find  somebody  slips  up  badly.  Maybe 
an  evasive  haggle  follows  by  some 
clever-devil  employee,  who  has  no 
idea  of  the  firm’s  true  policy  but  is 
Just  built  that  way. 

The  motor  industry  attracts  many 
to  Its  ranks.  Some  earnestly  train 
themselves  and  trade  with  crystal- 
clear  honesty.  More  power  to  them, 
whatever  the  size  of  their  business. 
Others,  however,  remain  near  relations 
of  the  people  who  brought  discredit 
on  the  trade  even  before  this  century 
began. 

This  is,  unfortunately,  becoming  an 


age  of  clever  and  smart  talk.  It  gets 
so  clever  at  times  that  it  Is  difficult  to 
separate  It  from  dishonesty.  If,  how¬ 
ever,  a  firm’s  policy  is  one  of  sturdy 
honesty,  then  it  should  be  possible  for 
the  humblest  employee  to  admit  a 
mistake. 

The  subsequent  ear-chewing  and 
lecture  he  gets  should  be  the  spur  to 
a  worthwhile  employee,  however  much 
the  home-truths  hurt.  Mind  you,  if 
the  employee  is  spineless  and  lacks  the 
guts  to  take  his  medicine  of  words, 
resolving  the  while  to  do  better  next 
time,  he’s  not  worth  much.  Whether 
you  sack  him  or  whether  he  resigns  is 
merely  a  choice  of  words. 

My  ear  has  been  chewed  time  and 
time  again.  But  not  for  the  same 
reason.
